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1. In mid-Lerch the Nan Hsin Company, long Kong, purchased 13,000 sets of 
tires and undetermined amounts of crude rubber which the Tai Tung (*K. 13] ) 
Company had purchased from India and Singapore and stored in the Wing On — 


(XK. 4e ) warehouse, Hong Kong.* ‘The tires and rubber were being shipped 
to Canton. = 3 


2, On 24 warch 1951 the Nan Kuang Company sent 200 drums of Easoline from 
Lacao to Canton on the SS WING FING (ee )¥*,. The gasoline had been 
purchased from the Ching Wing ( BS and Lee Sing (4) Al’) Companies*#« 
in hacao by the Nan Kuang Company. Five srmed ¢: inese Communist guards, 
assigned by the Macao branch of the South China Sub-Bureau to guard the 
gasoline, boarded the vessel at Ch’ienshan (113-32, 22-14), 


S$. On 28 and 29 march seven ships brought 20,000 bags of rice to Macao from 
Wuchow (119-19, 23-29), The rice was stored in the T'aip’ing warehouse 
on Ho Fien Ssin Street. 


4. On 3 April 1951, with the assistance of LIANG Ch'aag#***, a gection chief 
in the wacao Sconomic bureau, the jan wuang Company sold all this rice to | 
the Ying Ch'ang ( 3 ) and Ho Chixs««x Companies. The profit from this 
sale was to be used by the “an Auang Company to purchase industrial supplies 
in macao for shipment to the Chinese Communist authorities in Wuchow. 


5. The Wan Kuang Company of wacao made the following shipments to the Chinese 
mainland: 


a. On 26 warch, 80 drums of gasoline, 360 druma cf kerosene, 200 druns of 
coal tar, and 160 sets of tires were sent on the SS JUNG Ci" ANG (Fg ) 
and SS LI SHENG (a ] #) to Canton from luacag. 
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b. On 29 March, 70 drums of gasoline, 13 tone of gorap iron,.and 17 tons of 
lead wire were sent from Kowloon to Canton on the Canton-Kowloon Railrecad. 


co. On 30 March, 45 drums of gasoline, 260 sets of truck tires, and about 10 

tons of sorap iron were sent to Canton on the Canton-Kowleon Aailroad; 

18 druma of gasoline, 1,800 drums of kerosene, and approximately 500 drums 
of coal tar were sent to Kongmoon (133-05, 22235) by water from Macao. 


d. Onl April, 260 drums of gasoline, 600 drums of kerosene, 12 tons of sorap 
iron and 375 drums of coar tar were sent to Canton on the Canton-Kowlean 
Railroad. 


e. On 2 April, 300 drums of gasoline and § cases of communioations supplies 
were gent to Yanton on the Canton-Kowloon Hailroad; 6 new trucks were 
driven to Canton by way of Chungshan (113-36, 22-22) from the macao area.
